work in this country had its or­ 
igin, in 1903, and that the first 
county agent in the United States 
was appointed in 1906. 
Of particular 
interest in this 
connection is the fact that the 
Mexican boll weevil invasion of 
Texas cotton fields played a very 
prominent part in bring about the 
practical application 
of the idea. 
It was for the purpose of showing 
how to combat this cotton pest by 
crop rotation, diversification 
and 
good farming, that Dr.-Seaman A. 
Knapp, founder of farm demon­ 
stration work in the United States, 
established the first farm demon­ 
stration project

Walter G. Porter at Terrell, Texas,
